was issued. 
The Treasury has jurisdiction 
er all salaries above .$5,000 a 
vear and salaries below that level 
of administrative, executive or 
professional employes not repre- 
sented by a labor union. 

The 15 per cent a year limita- 
tion on merit and .length-of-serv- 
ices raises applies in the absence 
of an estanlished salary policy, 
plan or rate schedule. Similarly, 
promotions in such cases are lim- 
ited to the established minimum 
for the position or to 15 per cent 
above former salary, whichever is 
gieater., 

Formal approval is not required 
for raises that conform to estab- 
lished wage practices in effect on 
October 3, 1942. effective date of 
the salary stabilization act.

Clinic To Ease: 


Venereal Load 


Projected opening of Atlanta’s 
newest facility for treatment of 
venereal disease—the Westside 
Health Clinic—about June 15 will 
provide adequate out-patient facil- 
ities for treatment of infected Ne- 
groes for the first time, Dr. James 
Hackney, director of the city 
health department, believes. 

Pointing to a reduction in the 
number of syphilis cases recorded 
at the white health center, 11 
Hunter street, S. W., Hackney and 
Dr. Ed S. Armstrong, head of the 
venereal disease division of the 
city health division, asserted that 
the new equipment and facility 
will enable the department to at- 
tack the diseases more directly 
and more thoroughly than ever 
before. 

There will be five part-time Ne- 
gro physicians, five public health 
nurses, four clinical nurses and| 
other personnel as needed. Hack- 
ney and Stafford W. Graydon, di- 
rector of the city personnel de- 
partment, conferred yesterday re- 
garding recruitment of needed 
personnel. 

Bids for conversion of the old 
city prison dairy farm into a de- 
tainment hospital for treatment of 
venereal diseases will be opened 
by the city purchasing committee 
at 2 p.m. April 10 at the city hall. 
The mayor and council have pro- 
vided $25,000 for the conversion, 


will have another 
facility for combatting 
spread of social diseases. 
Dr. Armstrong released figures 
that the incidence of 
syphilis has deCreased, but that 
has increased at the 
clinic with other venereal diseases 
remaining about the same.

When a nation becomes comfortable it is dif- 
ficult for that nation to understand the point of view of an un- 
comfortable nation. It is likely to react as did the Chamberlain 
government to the German nation. It is likely to react as did the 
United States when its congress and many of its leaders deceived 
themselves with the theory that we could {isolate and insulate our- 
selves against the rest of the world, much of which was uncom- 
fortable. 

Now, it happens that a number of things frighten me. 

Some of these things are undertones in our national thinking. 

Just now it is easy to detect that a great many enormously 
comfortable persons wish to bring about some radical changes in 
eur present theory of government. They wish, or think they wish, 
completely to decentralize government and restore everything to 
the conimunities and to the states. 

Now, I am not for centralization of government. Local gov- 
ernment is the basis of our national life, but I assuredly believe 
that government must interest itself in the welfare of the citizen. 

This undertone is expressed in the hot lunch program for school 
children by the statement that this should be the job of the com- 
munity, not the federal government or the state. 

Very well, perhaps it should. But the persons who make that 
statement know very well that never at any time did community 
or state make it their business. There were no lunches. 


THE NEED FOR THEM The comfortable gentlemen would 


have us say that is a matter for 
the community. But they would not interest themselves in seeing 
to it the community did the job. At least, they never have done so. 

We have been in need of a school for unwanted children and 
for children who are maladjusted and neglected. It is called a 
“parental school.” 

Four grand juries have recommended it: 

There is considerable money available through the juvenile 
court, which wishes the school. It is possible, I think, to get fed- 
eral aid for it. 

I can tell you, from personal investigation, there are a shocking 
lot of children that are not wanted in their homes; that are mis- 
treated and maladjusted. 

The 18,000 members of Fulton countyv’s P.-T. A. know the need. 

We haven't done anything about it. We long ago recommended, 
had grand juries indcrse, but nothing happens. 

These are not delinquents. They are the field from which de- 
linquents are harvested. The need has been great for many years. 
The community has done nothing. 

Any fair-minded person who now deplores the fact that Wash- 
ington has so entered many of our localities, must know that it 
has done so only because local government failed or officially asked 
that its problems—and responsibilities—be taken off its hands. The 
same persons who now lead the deploring and viewing with alarm 
never attempted to force local government to do anything about 


the problem when it was a local problem. 
I am concerned today with the children of 


POPULATIONS today and the future. They are the future. 


And there are too many persons, or at least I am afraid there are 
too many, who keep thinking of this country as grandfather teld 
them it was. } 

It isn't. Grandfather had a big family. Children were riches. 
They kept the farm going. (They admire grandfather, but they 
are not as virile as grandpa, only more comfortable.) 

Machines and the word technology changed things. 

It soon was not comfortable to have children. Se, it became 
popular to have few, if any, children. The birthrate of this country, 
which we speak of as a young country, was going down in a steady 
line when war came. It will go on down after the war. That 
doesn't happen in pioneering young countries—only in comfort- 
able ones. 

I used to think that planning for few children was the thing. 
It was easy to point out that the poor and the ignorant and “those 
least able to care for them" were really the only ones who had 
children. I don’t think that now. We need a lot of children and 
planning for them to have a chance. k 

So, it disturbs me to see an undertone of thought in the country 
today about going back to “the old days” after the war; an under- 
tene which says to cut out all this fancy stuff about housing and 
job insurance and social security planning, and so on. 

let the communities do the job. (Which they never did.) 

Well, the mills of the gods grind slowly. 

Russia, with all her losses, will end this war with about 170.- 
000,000 persons. Her birthrate is going up. It is estimated that in 
50 years she will have 100,000,000 more persens than this country. 

In India there are about 60,000,000 babies born each vear who 
manage to keep living. That number increases each year. (We will 


have about 3,000,000.) 
There are no figures on China, but it is somewhere near the 


Indian figures. 
Young countries don't have low birthrates unless they wish to 
be comfortable at the expense cf population and social planning. 
The lotus flower is being offered to this country again, 
We can eat of it and become comfortable, dreaming bright 
dreams, to awaken with the uncomfortable barbarians at the walls. 
Or we can face facts. Among them the birthrates of Russia, 
India and China. This is the children’s hour—if we only knew it.

U.S. Agreed on Political Strategy 


But Not on Soundness of Tactics 


With respect to its basie objectives, the foreign policy of the 
administration has the complete and unquestioning support of ‘the 
American people. 

Isolationism is not altogether dead in the United States. But 
it is dying. The great majority of Americans are fully aware of 
the fact that it is taking the combined energy and resources of 
more than 30 nations, including Russia, the British Empire and 
China, as well as this country, to defeat Germany and Japan. Such 
coalition, broadened to include other nations, will bé needed to 
maintain the peace. 

For that reason there is very little dispute with the adminis- 
tration regarding its efforts to establish a system of organized in- 
ternational co-operation hacked by force. ‘It was because it ap- 
peared to represent an implementation of that strategy that the 
Mescow declaration received such tremendous acclaim in the United 
States and won overwhelming congressional approval. Secretary 
Hull, one of the principal architects of that agreement, was warmly 
praised for his role at Moscow. What happened at that meeting 
seemed like the fruition of a program which he had advocated in 
season and out for years. 


DISAGREE ON TACTICS But if there fs agreement regard- 


ing the soundness of the admin- 
istration’s general strategy in foreign policy there is anything but 
agreement regarding the soundness of its tactics. Yet the best of 
strategy can be made nugatory by poor planning and fumbling 
execution. 

With respect to the tactics which the administration has em- 
plcyed in its foreign policy, the general impression is one of be- 
wilderment. It is impossible to discern any coherent line of action. 
If there really is one the American people have certainly not been 
told what it is. 

We are told that the overriding consideration !n our foreign 
policy is the winning of the war, hence that no action must be 
taken which will interfere with the conduct of military operations, 
no action left undone that will contribute to victory. 

There can be no quarre! with such a policy, per se. But {ft ts 
difficult to beheve, for instance, that our Itahan policy has been 
of any particular help to us in our military operations in the penin- 
sula. The opposite scems mere likely; namely, that it was poor 
political tactics that resulted in our present military difficulties in 
Italy. 

It happens that our Italian po'icyv is not our own, but Britain's. 
With a conspicuous absence of enthusiasm wear following Lon- 
don's lead in North Africa and (with considerable uneasiness) it 
has been follewing our lead in the matter of ‘relations with the 
French Committee of National Liberation at Algiers.

vasion of Europe from the west is 


reaching a erescendo. Our political planning does not appear to 
he keeping pace. According to persistent and undenied reports, 
President Reosevelt has for two months had before him what secms 
hike a reasonable program of action with respect to French areas 
liberated by Alhed troops. 

The plan, in broad outlines, calls for the naming of the French 
Committee of National Liberation as the political authority in. the 
liberated areas pending the holding of free elections fer a con- 
stituent assembly. Since such a plan would relieve General Eisen- 
hower, the Allied commander-in-chief, of the unpleasant necessity of 
mixing in French politics (he will have his hands full without that 
task), it can be justified on the ground of military expediency. 
And, of course, the Algiers committee is at least as representative 
of the French people as the recognized governments in exile aré 
of their respective nations. 

It now begins to look as if this plan is to be thrown into the 
scrap heap with a patchwork last-minute compromise substituted 
for it. No wonder there is so much confusion regarding our French 
policy that the State Department found it necessary to deny that 
the United States was planning to deal with any Vichy elements.

On Democracy 


NEW YORK—Democracy is a 
concept which had the benefit of 
a great patriotic and emotional 
propaganda in the first World Wat 
when the majority of the best 
young men went out to fight a 
tyrant ruler of a brutal breed in 
the thoughtless belief that de- 
mocracy meant freedom. They 
fought under the political manage. 
ment of the Democratic party, and 
the slogan “make the world safe 
for democracy.” They thought de- 
mocracy was beautiful. 


Indeed, it could be beautiful, too, 
if men were perfect but its fatal 
defect is that it provides no pro 
tection for the minority against 
the will, the envy, the prejudice 
of the majority. 


It is absurd to say that democ 
racy and slavery or 
‘and race prejudice are 
patible. In a democracy, if 51 per 
cent of the people decide to make 
slaves of 49 per cent, that is the 
will of the majority and the pre- 
vailing rule. If the 51 per cent 
vote to outlaw religion and re- 
ligious teaching, that is the will 
of the people and the law of the 
community. 


Practical Meaning 

It is not by examining theory, 
however, that we discover the 
practical meaning of democracy in 
the minds and plans of those who 
are the loudest advocates of de- 
mocracy in the 
present. We learn what is in their 
minds, what they have 
for the people, by studying their 
actions in the limited fields 


power and tried out their methods 
in comparative miniature. 

No single group in the Roose 
velt political household makes a 
greater show of its devotion to de 
mocracy than the Electricians’ 
Union of the American Federation 
of Labor. Nevertheless, this organ- 
ization has a subhuman or robot 
type of membership, established 
by the democratic process, whose 
members possess only a tiny frac- 
tion of the voting power of the 
Class-A members. The Class-A 
members decided that the unskill- 
ed factory workers turning out 
electrical devices must join. their 
union. But they foresaw that these 
-unskilled workers would outnum.- 
ber and therefore outvote them so 
they protected their power by re- 
stricting the unskilled to fraction. 
al votes. This was the will of the 


cratic process. A robot member 
is not a whole man. He is 1-100th 
of a man. He can never be more. 
In some localities, the local elec- 


cratic way to restrict full mem. 
bership to the sons of full mem- 
bers. Thus, a case occurred in 
which a young electrician who 
had married the daughter of a full 
member, formally petitioned 
public court to be declared the 
legally adopted son of his fathet 
in-law so that he could qualify 
for a card. The court perceived 
that this would complicate the 
young man’s relationship to his 
wife and for this and other reasons 
rejected the request. 

The National Maritime Union, 
Communist-front organization, 1s 
another vociferous advocate of de- 
mocracy and, for the time being 
of the Roosevelt administration 
This organization is a savage op.

A racketeer is not a member 
of this union, even though he 
may carry a book. 
to get any trial in this union if 
he is known to be a racketeer. If 
he is proven to be a racketeer he 
will be kicked out without a trial.” 


Automatically Guilty 
In other words, any anti-Com- 
munist is automatically guilty of
